Senator Mason, Conservative, said 
that he had feared and predicted

A homesteader may 
live withio nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A_ habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 
In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre.

Btead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre.

and later to the Entente Cordiale, be- 
tween Irance and Britain. Servants 
are completely absent. Queen Mary 
herself makes the tea, Princess Mary 
fills the cups and everybody helps her- 
self to cakes. An hour and a half are

CARE OF THE HANDS 
~~ 
If the hands are red and rough they 
they may be made white and soft and 
kept so With very little care. Rub the 
hands with spirits of camphor thre: 
times a day for one week; this will 
harden the outer skin, or cuticle, 
which {gs really the only portion of 
the skin which suffers from hard 
usage. The next thing to do is to 
rub the hands well with camphor ice 
each night before retiring, and wear 
a pair of kid gloves about two sizes 
ton large. Whenever you have occa- 
sion to’use the hapds in soap and 
Water, as soon as through take vine- 
gar and water--half and half— and 
rinse the hands; this counteracts th: 
alkali in the soap, which is the cause 
of redness and roughness. First the 
nails must be washed and scrubbed. 
After that, with scissors and a tile, 
trim the nails into shape, rounded, 
not pointed, and just long enough i[n 
the middle to balance the half-moon 


below. Take an orange stick and 
push the fiesh back from the nail, 
getting under the edges so as to 
loosen the skin. Use the orange stick 
every day, and always rub the flesh 
back from the nails whenever using 
a towel. Always keep a piece of 
lemon on the washstand to take out 
stains. The lemon also whitens the 


hands when it is rubbed over them.

Somewhere in France, 
June 24th, '17. 
My dear Dad : 

This is Sunday once again, ‘but not 
a day of rest, at least over here, as 
evarybody is on the move every day 
of the year. However, [I guess it 
must be so or we cannot expect to 
win. 

How is that for 
Pretty dry? Well, 
‘etter is complete 
well-thosen words on the weather. 
Uut here, however, it is not possible 
to adequately describe it. An Amer- 
«can visiting London once remarked: 
*‘Iengland had no climate, it was all 
samples.’’ Out here in France that 
applies admirably with the further 
statement that we have all the sam- 
vies in one day. At the present mo 
ment I am lying fully dressed in 
oed—it is the only way to keep 
warm. [Last evening I was out late 
with a party, so I am suppos- 
ed to be sleeping now. My bed con- 
sists of a waterproof ground sheet, 
and a great-coat laid on the ground 
sheltered by a square of canvas cal- 
fed a bivoy. The rain is pattering 
on the caDVass not far away, a plea- 
sant sound to us, for we know that 
Mr. Fritz is getting back. what he 
yvave our brave fellows at first. I 
can hear the whirr of the aeroplanes 
as they pass over head—'‘The eyes 
of our guns.’’ Beside mel trying to 
overcome the noise of the guns with 
his snoring, is George Maben. He 
and I were out with a party 
the other night near the front line; 
just as we got nicely into gur work, 
the German guns opened up on us, 
and he and I, with a corporal, took 
refuge in a bomb.-store with 
bombs. No sooner were we in than 
a Hun shell burst in the trench and 
blocked up the door. Only a srall 
hole was left in the roof, and it was 
through this that we climbed after 
Fritz had quieted down. ‘It is very 
funny to hear him tell the story. 
Such is life om active service. 

Aye, many in Red Deer will  re- 
member it, thought it may not have 
been the hardest fight, yet I think 
it has struck Red Deer the hardest 
in one blow. What a victory, and at 
such a price. We can thank our 
lucky stars we came through  with- 
out a wound. Poor Flarold Muldrew 
—I cannot help but think of him, he 
was such a splendid fellow at school 
tOo, and to have his life snapped off 
ia the youth—it seems hard Sines, 
still what is, must he, I suppose. 

If I were to walk outside, I could 
see near-by three graveyards where 
are buried the ‘‘Sons of France,’’ 
who fought so valiantly here a year 
ago. There they lie—their tomb- 
stone, g rude wooden cross, but

But we 
even up, for about three hours after, 
three of our machines waltzed over 
the enemy's lines, and in spite of 
all the guns which opened on them, 
they brought down two of his bal- 
loons in flames—a very pretty, but

CANADA'S 
FAVORITE 
‘YEAST FOR 
MORE THAN _ OTTAWA, July 31,—Interest  to- 
day is centered entirely in the upper 
chamber, where the second reading 
of the military -service bill will be 
moved by Sir James Lougheed, 
There is little interest in the de- 
bate, but there is the deepest inter- 
est in the announcer-ent of the stand 
of Senator Bostock, Liberal leader. 
Ottawa cannot bring itself to  be- 
lieve that he will vote against the 
measure. He is an Englishman by 
birth and has lost a son in action. 
However, he has given no intima- 
tion of his attitude and refused 
again this morning to state how he 
intended to vote. It is known that 
tremendous pressure has been 
brought to bear upon him to stand 
by Laurier. If he votes against the 
bilkit is presumed that he will 
carry with him all of the English 
Liberals. This would mean that the 
bill would have 9 ‘Perilously close 
majority. 
THEIR STANDING 
The standing of the parties in the 
senate is now 45 Conservatives and 
39 Liberals. Two French-Canadian 
Conservatives, Senators Landry and 
Montpraisir, have already intimated 
their intention to vote against the 
bill. This would make the vote 43 
to 41. Senator Beaubien is being 
counted on as a supporter of th: 
bill, but if he desert it would make 
a tie to be broken by the casting 
vote of Speaker Bolduc, who,  al- 
though a Frepch-Canadian, is credit- 
ed with being.a conscriptionist. 
Rumor has it that the vote may 
furnish a big surprise, and that 
Senator Belcourt, one of the leading 
French. Liberals, and a leader ‘in the 
Ontario bi-lingual tight, may vote for 
the bill. Senator Belcourt visited 
the front last year with the partia- 
mentary party, and it is said that 
he returned deeply impressed with 
the need for further reinforcements 
and the necessity of keeping Can- 
ada’s forces at full strength in the 
field. 
TO THE CONVENTION 


There will be an exodus of western 
members to Winnipeg this week to 
attend the big Liberal convention. 

The convention opens Tuesday, and 
most of the delegates will leave on 
Friday night. De. Michael Clark 
will address the stidents of the 
Manitoba Agricultural college on 
Monday night. There is intense in- 
terest in the capital in this con- 
vention, as it is realized that it is 
one of the most important political 
gatherings ever held in Canada. The 
fate of the union government, and 
possibly even of the next election, 
will hinge upon this convéntion. As 
Ottawa sees the next election, it 
will largely depend upon the the 
west. 

Quebec will go almost solid , anti- 
conscription. Antis at Ottawa are 
boasting that of the 65 seats. in 
Quebec, Laurier, after the mext elec- 
tion, will control 64. They concede 
only one seat,*Westmount, to a con- 
scription candidate. This is probab- 
ly an‘ exaggeration, but undoubtedly 
the Laurier candidates will sweep 
the province. 

ONTARIO WILL OFFSET 


Ontario, on the other hand, will 
offset Quebec. In the maritime pro- 
vinces party lin:s are closely drawn 
and the issues are not expected’ to 
make much difference, they vote on 
names, not issues. The result is 
that the working majority of a con- 
scription government will depend 
largely on the west. Inthe parlia- 
ment the west will have fifty-seven 
seats, or an increase of no less than 
twenty-two. Realizing this, there is 
a tremendous struggle going on be- 
hind the scenes for control. of — this 
convention. 


CLARK IS LEADER 


Most of the western members, led 
by Dr. Clark, are strongly in favor 
of a union government. Hon. Frank 
Oliver will make a fight to have the 
convention line up behind [aurier, 
and some of the western mentbers 
are apprehensive that an effort has 
been made by the Liberal political 
machine, which still controls the or- 
ganization, to hand-pick the dele-

That if the forces represented by 
Laurier win, and they would win, 
he believed, if the; Liberals andy Con- 
servatives in the west insisted on 
fighting this approaching election on 
a strict party basis, then Canada is 
out of the war. 

He was cheered to the echo. This 
statement, it is believed, reflects 
what the Liberal convention this 
week will attempt to do—divide the 
west so that only one conscription- 
ist candidate, be he Liberal or Con- 

ervative, will run in each consti- 
tuency, 


FAIR DIRECTORS MEET 


At the meeting of the directors of 
the Red Deer Agricultural Society 
on Saturday to wind up matters 
after the 1917 Fair, there were pre- 
sent Mr. Welliver, president, in the 
chair; Mr. Lindsay, secretary; Mr.

Re change of basis of Dominion 
government grant of  $250—the 
Dominion government asking $6500 
paid out in prizes for 1917 instead of 
35000 to qualify for grant—a require- 
ment which the Red Deer Fair 
Board could not meet this year, ow- 
ing to prize list having been printed 
—the Secretary was, instructed to 
write Mr. Burrell that the Fair 
Board had done its best to measure 
up to the new requirement as to ad- 
ditional prize money paid out. 

One minor protest had been set- 
tled, and prizes were with-held in 
one case pending production of regis- 
tration certificates, 

The Secretary-Treasurer read a 
provisional financial report of the 
1917 Fair, showing payments of 
$9,639.32, and receipts of $9,463.05, 
a deficit of $176.27. Had it not been 
for the unexpected extra prize list 
cequirement of the Dominion govern- 
ment of $1500, of which the direc- 
tors at very short notice met $500, 
there would have been a surplus. 

The directors could not see their 
way to grant charges for Red Cross 
concession privileges, owing to de- 
ficit on 1917 Fair. 

Messrs. BE. W. Bijorkeland, H. F. 
Kenny, F. H. Tallman, H. G. Stone 
and J. A. McPherson were appointed 
a committee to consider ways and 
means on increasing the efficiency of 
the Fair by a measure of reorganiz- 
ation, said committee to report at 
the December annual meeting. A 
radical new line of policy will have 
to be adopted in regard to providing 
for prize list needs on the Dominion 
government basis, if a measure of 
attractions is to be kept up. 

The accounts presented were or- 
dered to be paid when confirmed by 
the Secretary and Mr. Day, live 
stock superintendent. 

The Society expressed, on motion, 
their appreciation of the work of 
the judges and stewards and others 
who assisted at the 1917 Fair.

OTTAWA, August 3.—Most of the 
western members leave tonight 
the big Liberal convention, 
opens next Tuesday in Winnipeg. 
The western members like the west- 
ern delegates will be divided inty 
three groups.

GLERNOWITZ 18 CAP- 
TURED BY THE HUNG 


This is the Tenth Time the 
Bukowina Capital Has 
Changed Hands 


VIENNA, via Amsterdam, August 


3.—Austro-Hungarian troops have 

entered Czernowitz, the capital :of 

the cro@n land of Bukowina. 
Czernowitz has been the scene of 


some of the most bitter fighting - of 
the war and the Bukowina capital 
has changed from Teuton to Russian 
hands altogether ten times. 
Czeinowitz was first captured by 


the Russians from Austro-Hungari- , 


ans September 4th, 1914, only tg be 
evacuated a few weeks later. In No- 
vember of that year the Russian; 
again occupied the city and held it 
until February, 1915. In the follow- 
ing month the Russians again re- 
turned to the attack and after a 
terrific battle stormed the capital 
and drove the Austrians out. This 
time the Russians held the position 
for only two weeks. Twice in Janu- 
ary, 1916, the seat of the crown 
land changed hands and in June of 
that year it was again captured by 
the Russians and held until the pre- 
sent time. 

Czernowitz is situated on a hill 


south of the river Pruth, and is 
about 140 miles southeast of Lem- 
berg, the capital of Galicia. Before 
the war its population was about 
70,000.
